No Appeal 


The 1954 tax bills will be in the 
mail next week. The township col­ 
lectors have all now received their 
books and are preparing the bills 
for mailing as fast 
as 
possible. 
Many bills from some of the town­ 
ships are already in the mail and 
all will be mailed by April I, m ak­ 
ing the penalty date May 1st 
on 
the first installment of real estate 
and on all personal property bills. 
Penalty date on the .second install­ 
ment, if not paid with the first, is 
Sept. I. 
Thi.. year, for the

time, 
there is no appeal from tax bills. 
The amount shown on bills is “it,” 
and there can be no appeal to the 
Board of Appeals. 
All valuations 
were approved last fall and no ap­ 
peal can be made this spring. 
Next fall the valuations for the 
new 4 year assessm ent will be re­ 
viewed, with books on dispay at 
the county building. After that re­ 
view, there will be no further hear­ 
ings on appeals.

Fred G lueckert, president of the 
local liquor association, suggest­

LIQUOR LICENSES in A rling­ 
ton Heights are not transferable 
in ow nership. If the ow ner of a 
license dies or goes out of busi­ 
ness, the license goes back to the 
village, w hich decides w hether or 
not it should be issued to some­ 
one else. 
A nother tavern ow ner pointed 
out to the board th a t “A rlington 
H eights is m ainly a residential 
com m unity. M any young people 
have m oved out here and p u r­ 
chased a hom e to raise a fam ily, 
and these people do not have the 
money, the tim e or the desire to 
occupy ou r taverns. Those w h o 
think th at ju st because the popu­ 
lation has increased wre n e e d 
m ore taverns to s e r v e them 
are m istaken.”

Trustee Richard Bronwell then 
m ade a m otion to have Village 
A ttorney Hugo J. Thai draw up 
a new ordinance increasing the 
present liquor license fees.

It is as elusive as 


the unexplained $12,700 which was diverted from the water-sewer fund to help set up the 


"projected safety factor 
balance for the village. 


The $565,000 figure first appeared in ,the minutes of the Board proceedings for Feb. I, 1955. 
CAN WE REALLY GET SOMETHING FOR NOTHING? 


lf the estimated cost of a municipal water-soft­ 


ening plant is $565,000, how can it possibly "be ac­ 


complished without any additional cost to the water 


user""? How will it be paid for? 


Does the Village have a surplus of $565,000, so 


that the initial cost of installation can be paid for 


outright? Not even the incumbents claim that. 


O r is the cost +o be handled through a funded 


debt? But a debt, funded or otherwise, is still an 


obligation that ultimately must be discharged. And 
a municipality can only acquire money for the dis­ 


charge of a debt through taxes. 


It 
is quite possible that the present 
Board 
of Trustees does 
not intend to increase the cost to 
the water user. But the money has to come from 


somewhere, unless we intend to default on the ob­ 
ligation. 


lf there are about 4,000 water meters 
in the 
village, the initial investment would amount to a pro­ 
rated cost of approximately $142 per meter. Does 


it matter much how th© increase to the taxpayer 
is labeled? Does it matter much which hat we wear 
— the water user hat or the general taxpayer hat — 
when we pay our bills? 


Even if nothing were done to retire this debt, 
there is still a cost of carrying it. lf the money costs 


2 % , the interest charge alone on $565,000 amounts 
to $11,300 per annum — just about enough to el­ 
iminate the so-called surplus claimed by the present 
Trustees. 
\ 
W hat about operation of the plant after instal­ 


lation? Are we so overstaffed that we won't have to 
hire additional personnel? W hat about repairs and 


maintenance and depreciation? Aren't these costs 


that will have to be borne by the taxpayer, if not 


the water user? 


The Village Board states that before giving a p ­ 


proval to the water-softening system "we want to 


be sure that a sizeable majority of the consumers 


desire it.'' 


Now that position is laudable. But how are they 


going to ascertain the will of the majority? By refer­ 


endum? By return of the cards enclosed with the 


letter mailed by the Village? And if only 500 cards 


are returned — about 12% of the water meters — 


could they be taken as a valid indication of majority 


sentiment? 


Is it customary, if one really wishes to be re­ 


sponsive to the will of the majority, to authorize the 


preparation of an ordinance before determining that 


will? 


The letters mailed to our citizens were dated 
March 7. Y©t\ five weeks prior to that date, at a 


regular meeting of the Board of Trustees on Feb­ 


ruary I, 1955, a motion authorizing the Village At­ 


torney to prepare such an ordinance was unanimously 


carried. Apparently, they were determined to give 


us something for nothing.

THE GOVERNMENT is pressing 
desperately for foreigners to come 
and settle. Australia is a land with 
a small population compared to 
that of its Oriental neighbors. It is 
one of the few outposts of western 
people and western thinking in 
Asia. To strengthen its position, 
the government is offering ship’s 
passage almost free to anybody 
who will come and settle. 
The 
exception 
to 
this 
“open 
door” policy, 
however, 
restricts 
entry to people of Oriental origin. 
Australians claim that they are 
following a necessary policy of self- 
preservation. Being so close to the 
overcrowded and poverty afflicted 
areas of Asia, they feel that Aus­ 
tralia itself would soon be in a 
similar condition if this restriction 
were not enforced. 
* * * 
IT IS AN HISTORICAL fact, one 
which the people here unashamed­ 
ly admit, that Aus t r a I i a was 
formerly the dumping ground for 
convicts of English prisons. Al­ 
though the Australians of today are 
a very honest people (ifs frequent 


to leave one’s door unlocked day 
and night), a few of these un­ 
conservative traditions from the 
earlier settlers still remain. On a 
Saturday night, for instance, the 
yearning 
for 
rough-house 
play 
overcomes many an Aussie. "Give 
’em a bunch of fives, Tommy” 
(five fingers — a punch). 
One characteristic of this “new 
America” is speed. The struggle 
with time has crept into just about 
every corner of Australian life. Al­ 
though most of these native people 
refuse to enter city life or to help 
in the race to build up Australia, 
the speed factor has invaded their 
primitive lives. A good example of 
this is seen when the bush aborigi- 
nee performs the simple job of 
making fire. Conforming to the new 
fashion, by rubbing two sticks to­ 
gether he has a flame going with­ 
in forty seconds.!

‘Schools Must 


Have Help,’ Says 


Noble J. Puffer 


Do we need federal aid to edu 
cation? Should all aid for schools 
be provided at the local level, or 
should the state accept a definite 
share of the responsibility for as­ 
sisting citizens in providing the 
facilities needed? Can the rapidly 
growing suburban community 
in 
Illinois pay the bill from local real­ 
est ate taxes? 
These are some of the questions 
which m ust be answered when dis­ 
cussing President Eisenhower’s re­ 
cent program for federal assist­ 
ance in the building of badly need­ 
ed classroom s to relieve the over 
crowded conditions. 
Recently the Council of 
State 
School officers vigorously opposed 
the plan because forty states op­ 
posed the President’s proposal. It 
did not provide direct aid to needy 
districts, and quoting Dr. E dgar 
Fuller of the Council, “It would 
be an exam ple of federal discrim 
ination against schools in contrast 
with generous federal grants 
to 
highways, hospitals and other phy 
sical facilities—would m ake educa 
tion an orphan —relegate it to the 
local real estate tax .’’ 
C o u n t y 
Superintendent 
of 
Schools Puffer, in commenting on 
President 
Eisenhower’s 
proposal 
said, "In Illinois the building of 
school facilities is already com­ 
pletely dependent upon local real 
estate, which is already heavily 
burdened. What we need for the 
youth of Cook County and the Na 
tion is a ‘M arshall P lan’ for our 
schools! The support of our Euro­ 
pean allies was a wise investment 
as proved over a period of time. 
What better investment could we 
(the federal 
governm ent) 
make 
than in our children, than bv pro­ 
viding sufficient funds to m ake 
possible, decent educational facili­ 
ties (classroom s) for our youth?” 
“Are interstate roads more im­ 
portant to our future? Im portant 
as plans for national defense are, 
funds invested in our children are 
an equally im portant defense, a 
defense against the invasion of the 
minds of our school youth by for­ 
eign 
ideologies 
—an 
invasion 
which can be m ost successfully 
m et by a well educated citizenry.” 
Federal funds have been provid­ 
ed for our high schools for years 
under the Smith Hughes Act for 
assistance in the field of Vocation­ 
al Education. It has 
not 
m eant 
“federal control!” 
The 
Lanham 
Act did not cause federal inter­ 
ference in the local m anagem ent of 
our high schools! Vocational pay­ 
m ents to our land grant colleges 
have not resulted in federal con-j 
trol! On the contrary the federal 
grants have provided m uch need­ 
ed assistance in promoting a gen­ 
uinely productive program for our 
youth which was not provided un­ 
til the grants were m ade by Con­ 
gress. 
Commenting 
further, 
County 
Superintendent 
Noble 
J. 
Puffer 
says, “ I would prefer to have the | 
schools built by the local school 
districts if they could. However this 
is getting to be almost impossible, 
for already 45 of our 132 elem en­ 
tary districts in Cook county have j 
exhausted 
their 
constitutional 
bonding power, and while the as­ 
sessed value is rising each year, 
the increased bonding power 
it 
releases does not keep pace with 
the increased school enrollment. 
For one third of our local ele­ 
m entary school districts there is 
no choice but to seek aid of the 
State of Illinois, or Federal Aid 
If the state can and will provide 
needed funds, then there is no 
need for the Federal Government 
to come to assistance.”
